of money alloted to the state has strings 
on it. In order to get this money, they 
(the states) must comply with Federal 
rules. 

So, although we must enlighten our 
state legislators — it seems to me that 
we must first realize that the Federal 
Government is the prod that stimulates 
them, (State Legislators.)

An (to me) important point on protec- 
tive clothing is that I wear jeans and

Most 
of my riding has been street, 

I honestly believe that a cycle is the 
safest mode of transportation devised 
by man, 

They have more than adequate acceler- 
ation to take advantage of breaks in 
traffic, The brakes are superb.

MINT 400 REBUTTAL 


Did Cycle News actually have anyone 
in Las Vegas to cover the Mint 400? 
Chuck Clayton’s account of the race is so 
far removed from reality that itappears 
to be based on third- or fourth-hand 
hearsay, not first-hand observation. 

Major off-road events like the IDRA- 
sanctioned Mint 400 have provided desert 
motorcyclists with more prize money and 
more publicity than they’ve ever enjoyed 
before. The $1500 that Mike Patrick and 
Phil Bowers received for winning their 
class in the 400 is one of the largest 
cash awards any motorcycle team has 
ever been given in a desert race. 

By the time all of the coverage of the 
Mint 400 has appeared, Patrick and 
Bowers will have become two of the 
country’s best-known bike racers, And 
Yamaha will have gained a finer reputa- 
tion than ever for ruggedness and dur- 
ability, not just among motorcycle en- 
thusiasts but throughout a sizeable seg- 
ment of the general public that Cycle 
News and other motorcyling publications 
would never reach, 

In his story on the Mint race, Clayton 
claims that the motorcyclists were the 
victims of some sort of last-minute 
switch that diverted most of the prize 
money to other classes, 

That allegation is completely untrue, 
There were differences in the purses

offered in the five separate classes but 
these had been well publicized in the 
weeks before the race, The exact prize 
distribution was printed in boldface type 
on the entry blank, for example, where 
contestants could hardly have failed to 
notice it. 

The reasons for the differences should 
be apparent to anyone familiar with off- 
road racing. The buggy and four-wheel 
drive classes always attract by far the 
largest number of entries. A team that 
defeats more than 90 other vehicles, as 
was true in the 400’s buggy class, cer- 
tainly deserves a greater reward than 
one competing in a category with only 10 
or 15 other entries, 

Clayton states that the first four- 
wheeled vehicle to finish earned $6,000. 
Again, he has not reported. the truth, 
The Johnsons won $1500 for being first 
in class, the same as the amount Patrick 
and Bowers received, plus a special 
$1000 award for being the first four- 
wheeled rig or “cage”, as. Clayton pre- 
fers. Their total take was $3500 less 
than the figure cited in Cycle News. 

The ‘‘cage-oriented’’ press has been 
extremely generous in its treatment of 
the motorcycle victory in the Mint 400, 


. not petulant nor self-pitying like Clayton, 


In 4X4 and Dune Buggy News, for ex- 
ample, George Nicholson wrote, ‘In my 
opinion the really big effort was put on 
by the Iron Men of Racing, the motor-

from manufacturers all 
over the world. He selected 
CZ and has been 500cc World 


cycle competitors.” 

Some Mint Hotel officials expressec 
-reservations about including a motor- 
cycle class (do to the small amount of 
entrants in the first Mint 400), but the 
IDRA insisted on it, and upon IDRA 
recommendation the Mint Hotel officials 
agreed to try again to get at least enough 
motorcycle entrants to break even; which 
they did not do in the first Mint 400 race. 
It was obvious that the bikes would be 
faster than anything else in this particu- 
lar race, as there was very little night 
riding to be an equalizer between motor- 
cycles and “cages”. But the top desert 
riders have a đegree of sportsmanship 
and competitiveness that adds immeas- 
surably to any event they take part in. 
Motorcycle racers are always sports- 
men, Can the same be said of Chuck 
Clayton? His report on the Mint 400 
contained totally false statements that he 
could’ve avoided by the simple, profes- 
sional expedient of contacting either the 
Mint Hotel or the IDRA for correct in- 
formation. It is tobe sincerely hoped that 
he is gentlemen enough to do that the 
next time he cover a major IDRA event,

Desert Hounds 
At Saddleback

SADDLEBACK PARK, Cal., May 18, 1969 
— Saddleback Park and the Stumpjumpers 
combined to put on a successful Grand 
Prix Motocross Sunday, 

It was the best duel the riders have had 
for many a moon in the Grand Prix set 
up. The entry price was fair, (not the 
$10 charged by others) and the course 
was rough but wide, There was plenty 
of room to bail out if necessary, 

The 250 and 100cc novice classes had 
only about sixty riders each, which is 
plenty in any first turn and no one got 
torn up. This was unlike the more than 
240 riders bunching into a tight fifteen 
foot muddy turn in the previous G.P, 
where two guys were hurt ten feet off 
the line. 

The course was about five miles 
around and had all types of off camber 
hills, One hill was fifty feet long and 
made an off camber left turn between 
or around two trees. There also was a 
twisting two mile long fire road like in 
the old Catalina race, The start was like 
an uphill fottball field, fifty yards wide

and a hundred yards long. It made a left 
turn onto a fire road which twisted down 
hill and onto the main course. 

The Stumpjumpers are an experienced 
competition club and rode over the course 
Saturday afternoon and made a few 
changes in the interest of safety. Where 
possible they separated the classes at 
the starting line to cut down the traffic 
in the first turn and in the 100cc ama- 
teur-expert class the experts were 
flagged off first and the amateurs were 
given the green light ten seconds later. 

In this race John Rice on his Penton 
took over the lead in the third turn from 
Jeff Wright, SS Hodaka, Rice blew the 
rings on his bike and Gene Cannady took 
over the lead. His machine broke and 
desert ace Terry Clark took over the 
lead and stayed out front for. the win, 
Wright finishing second. 

Rice took the next race, the 125cc 
event, on a Sachs over Tom Rapp’s 
Bultaco. 

Al Baker put on a good show on his 
Yamaha to take the 250cc Amateur- 
Expert race and John Maynard was sec- 
on on a CZ, 

*Feets" Mintert did the thing he has 
been doing for fifteen years; that is he 
won the 500cc race with feet-up class on 
a BSA single. John Maynard came from 
dead last in the first lap to take second. 

We were not able to catch all the ac- 
tion, but it was a good day of racing. 
The entire program was two hours be- 
hind schedule because tickets and change 
didn’t arrive on time. 

The ambulance never moved which 
shows, among other things, the course 
was well laid out,

The Bureau of Land Management has 
the unenviable chore of taking care of 
all the public land which is not controlled 
by other agencies, In California, 50% of 
the state is public land, a goodportion of 
which is under the jurisdiction of the 
BLM, In other western states the per- 
centage goes as high as 80% or more. 

Confronted with the vast г‹ 5 of 
unsurveyed land and the many different 
types of public need, the BLM is making 
an effort to meet those needs, The follow- 
ing excerpts from an article by Arthur 
E. Tower, District Manager of the BLM 
in Las Vegas, in ‘“‘Our Public Lands’’, a 
BLM publication, is indicative of the 
state of the art at present, 

“The two races, the Mint 400 and 
Stardust 7-11, were the outgrowth of the 
rapidly growing interest in off-road ve- 
hicles for recreational use, 

Although the race course crossed some 
private land, the major portion was 
across public lands administered by the 
BLM, The establishment of a course that 
would meet the requirements of both the 
sponsors and the BLM required careful 
planning, Racing enthusiasts from the 
Las Vegas community donated many 
hours to mark the course. 

“While recognizing this new trend in 
recreation as a legitimate use of the 
public lands, BLM wanted to assure the 
protection of the public lands, especially 
management areas such as Red Rock 
Canyon Recreation Lands, 15 miles west 
of Las Vegas. BLM also wanted to safe- 
guard the interests of grazing permitees 
and other users of the public land and to 
give the greatest possible protection to 
the desert ecology. Wherever possible 
the course was restricted to existing 
roads, trails, dry washes and sand dunes, 
BLM received excellent cooperation 
from the sponsors of both races. 

“BLM issued Special Land Use Per- 
mits to authorize the races across pub- 


lic lands, The permits contained stipula- 
tions intended to guard against e of 
public lands and includeda $10, e- 


ty bond to cover damages that might re- 
sult. A complete ground check of the 
course, made before and after the races, 
gave the Bureau a reliable reference for 
assessing damage. а 

“Very little damage was causé@by the 
races, Generally, all vehicles followed

the single tracks of the course, and a 
well defined course now exists. Most of 
the tracks made off the course resulted 
from drivers losing their way during the 
night, 

*BLM officials met with all drivers 
just before each race to explain the re- 
source values involved and to stress the 
possibilities of damage, Drivers were 
urged to stay on the designated course. 
BLM officials believe that this last min- 
ute briefing played an important part in 
keeping damage to a minimum, 

“In addition to the specified check 
points, there were several check points 
whose locations were not know to the 
drivers, These were to assure that con- 
testants were following the proper route, 
and they were subject to being moved at 
random during the race. Drivers who 
failed to have their cards punched at all 
check points were disqualified, 

** Both races are symbolic of the grow- 
ing interest in outdoor recreation and of 
the variety of new demands being made 
on public lands, It seems certain that 
within the next decade public land man- 
agers will be called upon to accommo- 
date many new forms of outdoor activi- 
ties, some of which may even involve 
equipment now unknown, 

“Today the Nation’s remaining open 
space is itself a resource whose value is 
being recognized by a growing segment 
of the population. The demands being 


multiple-use management can the re- 
source be stretched to provide all the 
goals and services a growing population 
needs,’ 

From the foregoing it is evident that 
the BLM is taking cognizance of the 
needs and rights of motorcycle and off- 
road vehicle people, It is also evident 
that they are quite naive as to what these 
needs are. This situation exists largely 
because we have never organized our 
needs and presented them in understand- 
able fashion, 

To solve this problem we are con-

SALT LAKE CITY, UTAH May 18 - In- 
vincible Al Rogers calmly replaced a 
broken chain while everybody else was 
on the starting line a mile away, then 
rode his usual stellar Cherry Creek per- 
formance to come in ahead of Roger 
Hall. 

Al showed up late Sunday morning on 
Evel Knievel’s ill-fated Triumph, the 
same bike that took a bath in Las Vegas, 
and almost didn’t make it to the smoke 
bomb and first check, He fell nastily 
coming up the steep approach to check- 
point one, bent a footpeg and crunched 
his tank. Word came back to the pits via 
Juab County Sheriff’s radio that Al wasn’t 
among the first ten past the smoke bomb, 

Al knew something some of the younger 
riders didn’t know, Cherry Creek is a 
real endurance test, not just a scram- 
ble to the black smoke, 

By the third checkpoint, which was 
back in the pits, Al had sped pastevery- 
one but the first five riders. 

Hard luck story of the many that day 
belonged to the man who led at this point 
and electrified the pits as he charged 
through, Canadian Dick Fish had brought 
his immaculately prepared Greeves- 
Triumph from Vancouver, British Col- 
umbia only to have the engine seize after 
he cracked a case and lost his oil,Dick 
said afterward Rogers was right behind 
him when it happened and was gaining 
fast. 

;. Rogers rode the five miles of powdery 
sand, which goes by the name of little 
Sahara Sand Dunes, like a flat stone 
skimming waves. He began building his 
lead after he passed the hard-luck Cana- 
dian. 
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The two-loop, 80 mile course now ran 
across a wide plain where the going was 
bumpy but easy compared to the deep 
sand, Rogers was never to be threatened 
and had only to worry about staying on 
course and trying to keep from being 
knocked off by trees that put more dents 
in the Triumph's tank, 

A strong second overall and first in 
the 250cc Class was put in by Roger Hall 
who rode his Husqvarna the last 30 miles 
with a flat tire and broken spokes on the 
rear wheel, 

Gene Durham was third on a 250cc 
Montesa, Bill Welch finished fourth, and 
Wayne Malcom came in fifth. 

Winner of the 125cc Class was Don 
Fuller, Yamaha, who finished 11th over- 
all. 
Rogers came in all by himself and was 
easily identified by the cheering fans. His 
white leathers and turned-on headlight 
could be seen a long ways across the 
desert. As the California riders had 
stayed away in droves, most of the spec- 
tators were from the surrounding area 
but they still gave the North Hollywood 
baker a rousing ovation. Part of his pop- 
ularity stemmed from an unfortunate 
incident in the pits at checkpoint three. 
Just as he was leaving the checker, a 
poodle ran under his wheel and Rogers 
ran over the dog. When he realized what 
had happened the sixth-place (at the 
time) Rogers turned around and came 
back to check on the dog's welfare. He 
had to be urged to continue as there was 
nothing he could do for the dog and his 
obvious concern made a favorable im- 
pression on those in the pits. 

Animals fared badly this year at 
Cherry Creek. Saturday night a rider 
was getting in some night motocross ex- 
perience without benefit of lights and

Protests Denied 
As Cycle Fare Set For 
Bay Bridge 
By Bill Harmer 


May 14, 1969 — In spite of many letters 
received protesting the proposed 60¢ 
fare for motorcycles on the San Diego- 
Coronado Bay Bridge, no decrease is 
contemplated in the near future accord- 
ing to Richard East, Assistant Secretary 
of the State Toll Bridge Authority, who 
admitted they have received ‘‘quite a 
few" letters on the subject. 

The majority of protests have come 
from motorcyclists, military and civil- 
ian, who are either stationed or work at 
the giant Naval Air Station on North Is- 
land and other Navy installations in Cor- 
onado, There are 800 registered cycles 
at the Air Station but the amphibious 
base has no record of how many of its 
5000 vehicles are motorcycles. 

The proposed 60¢ fare is the same 
charged for an automobile and is con- 
sidered highly unjust by the commuters 
who are riding bikes for economical 
reasons, The fare contrasts sharply with 
the present 15¢ charge made by the 
Ferry Co. 

A North Island sailor reasoned that a 
person living in San Diego and using the 
bridge would be paying about $24.00 a 
month in tolls, This amount will definite- 
ly work a severe financial hardship on 
married servicemen who have families 
to support out of their meager salaries. 
He continued that some civilians and 
military personnel had written letters of 
protest to Governor Reagan and to their 
assemblymen. 

East explained that the Authority was 
faced with the problem that at the time 
the $47.6 million bond issue was sold, 
the toll schedule was set at the lowest 
possible level consistent with the obliga- 
tion to the bond holders, He denied that 
the Authority was unsympathetic but said 
that situations arise im financial pro- 
grams of this type that cannot be con- 
trolled at the moment, 

East further explained that if a lower 
fare was set for motorcycles, the Au- 
thority would have to make offsetting in- 
creases in some other area. He said that 
by paying off the obligation sooner, it 
may be possible to reduce the fare in a 
year or two of operation, He didn't think 
that because they cannot adjust fares 
downward now, it doesn't necessarily 
mean that they will be barredfrom doing 
So in the future, He contended that it is 
general practice nationwide that motor- 
cycles and automobiles pay the same toll,

the A.C.A. prospered in road racing and 
also branched out into flat track and 
motocross, 

About 1966 the A.F,M. began to come 
on again and soon there grew a rivalry 
between the two clubs as wellas between 
the leaders of the clubs, 

At the end of the 1968 racing season the 
hostility between the two clubs was very 
apparent, the question was, what was to 
be done? Were they destined to become 
even more distant or could something be 
done to bring a little cooperation? A 
doubly puzzling question because no one 
seemed to be interested in any type of 
agreement. 

Then the A.F.M, got the chance to 
break the ice. Both clubs had scheduled 
a race for the same day, the AFM at the 
newly opened Orange County Raceway 
and the A,C.A, at Riverside Raceway. 
Now it is well known to all on the inside 
that the race dates for the Riverside 
track are set in the beginning of the year 
and there is no changing them, so the 
A.F.M. made an intelligent decision. to 
put their race off for one week, Itlooked 
like the ice was finally broken. All would 
be well between the clubs now. Ha! 

The A F.M, had an election of new of- 
ficers, with several of the old ones bowing 
out and a new breed coming in and sure 
to do big things. 

They did. 

The first thing the AFM did was re- 
fuse to accept the other MICUS clubs’ 
competition licenses (all MICUS associ- 
ated clubs had honored the others’ li- 
censes in the past) for their Senior 
events. This not only caused the already 
overcharged riders to wail, but the ACA 
then refused to accept the AFM licenses, 
Why not, what is the line about the goose 
and gander? (The ACA does however ac- 
cept any other MICUS professional li- 
cense.) 

I asked the AFM National Rep., Tom 
Finley, who's idea it was, his or the new 
president of the So, Calif, chapter, John 
McLaughlin or The Natl, Technical Com- 
mittee (who issues their rules), or who? 
Well, no one wants to cop out to that one 
and no wonder! 

The AFM also jacked up their entry fee 
for pro classes to $15, This they claim 
is due to rising costs. 

The ACA kicked off the 1969 racing 
season with a very good race at Willow, 
They had almost 150 entries, The AFM 
unfortunately was to claim its first fatal 
accident, Was it just the odds or wasthe

track more dangerous than was thought? 
On May 4th this and many other questions 
were to be answered. 

The 4th of May was the annual spring 
date for Riverside, The AFM elected to 
go ahead with their race also. L.A , chap- 
ter Pres. John McLaughlin said in a 
meeting prior to the race thatthe Orange 
County Raceway officials were pressur- 
ing him to keep a once a month date. 
Their idea was to establish a regular 
routine for their spectators, 

The result of this was doubly disas- 
terous to the AFM. The weather was bad 
the night before and the morning looked 
wet. The ACA was in luck, the morning 
at Riverside when the riders signed in 
was blessed with rain but by 10 a.m, 
practice time the track was dry and so 
clean you might have thought it had been 
vacuumed with a giant Kirby. It cleared 
up and the nearly 100 entrants took to the 
track for the last time in its present 
state, because the day after, construction 
began on an entire remodeling of the 
track, The farewell race at Riverside 
was a success, 

The AFM race at Orange was another 
story. The track was wet, sandy, and 
oily. Rising competitor Barry Provisor, 
who rode his Yamaha in the expert class, 
described the track conditions as horri- 
ble. 

Although they ran the track in the op- 
posite direction death plays nofavorites, 
For there was another fatal accident, 
this time to a passenger on a sidecar 
racer. 

I cannot attest to the conditions myself 
as I preferred to ride that last one at 
Riverside but one thing I am sure of. I 
have ridden Orange County too, and when 
it comes to a choice of two races, the 
best track will get the mostentries, Next 
time we will take a deep look into this 
money situation, If you haveany opinions 
drop me a line c/o Cycle News.

In Trouble

SAN PEDRO, CAL. — The development 
of part of Harbor Park (popularly known 
as Bixby Slough,) as a cycle playground 
has run into problems and readers are 
asked to help. Should motorcyclists fail 
to bring some pressure to bear, thearea 
will be completely fenced off from any 
further use at any time, 

According to the people whoare trying 
So hard to preserve part of this area for 
motorcyclists, the problem is Los An- 
geles City Councilman John Gibson, Mr. 
Gibson does not want motorcyclists in 
that area, According to a spokesman for 
the ‘cyclists group, which also includes 
Harbor area Chambers of Commerce and 
the Jaycees, the opposition’s statements 
are approximately the following: ‘‘Once 
we let the bike riders in, we’ll never get 
them out", “Bikes will be allowed in 
there over my dead body,’’ and ‘‘we’re 
against it because it’s not consistent with 
the intended use of the area. We’ve tried 
for twenty years to get the park in there 
and it’s not going to be changed now,’ 

The plans for the area that Gibson is 
for will make the area now used for 
trailing into one large bird-watching 
facility, although the actual sanctuary 
was to be closer to the soon-to-be-build 
dam and the lake, If Gibson has his way 
this area will be just left alone and not 
used for anything. 

The ‘cyling group originally asked for 
the use of the land until something else 
was planned for it which could conceiv- 
ably give riders quite a few years touse 


, it, and also permission to be able to use 


any land left over from the next develop- 
mental stage of the park. Their idea was 
a park with boating, fishing, picniking, 
bird watching in the quiet hours and a 
place for motorcycle events, 

Any local authorities that could be 
thought of were approached and were 
very favorable to the idea, realizing the 
need for close-in motorcycle areas that 
were properly controlled. The area was 
canvassed as to resident’s reaction. 
There is no noise problem, and all were 
favorable except for two and one com- 
plaint was against riders screaming up 
and down the streets, 

The Recreation and Parks Committee 
held a meeting where both sides could 
discuss this and the outcome was the 
Committee decided this was a local prob- 
lem and that both parties should settle it 
between themselves, with the Commis- 
sion willing to accept the settlement, 
Therefore, the idea of having part of the 
park as a riding area is not lost, but we 
must work together. 

Councilman Gibson has repeatedly said 
he understands completely the need for 
such an area considering how things have 
changed and how popular family motor- 
cycling is, He has offered help in finding 
another location for such an area and has 
suggested several other locations, All 
these have been checked by the ‘cyclists 
group and have been found tobe tooclose 
to settled, neighborhoods where noise and 
the increase of traffic would affectresi- 
dents, If there is one thing the average 
motorcyclist does not want to do it is

create a disturbance. Harbor Park is a 
perfect place but Mr, Gibson is against 
it. We wonder why? 

We also wish to point out that even if 
you personally do not live in the Harbor 
area or in the City of Los Angeles, Har- 
bor Park is still public land and to de- 
velop it further, both State and Federal 
funds will be used besides local monies, 
This makes it a cause worth supporting 
by all because everyone pays State and 
Federal incomes’ taxes, Therefore, even 
if you live way out of the locality, here 
is a chance to say where partofyour tax 
money should go. 

How much money? For fencing the area 
to keep the bikes out, $120,000! For the 
development? One million, These are 
tentative figures of course, pending bids 
but that’s an awful lot of our money being 
spent on a development that could benefit 
us too, along with the bird people, An 
unofficial source says this money has to 
be spent now, or will be withdrawn so if 
it has to be used now, let’s make sure we 
get something for it. Part of it belongs 
to all of us. 

Here is your chance to yell and yell 
loudly. Write to your State Representa- 
tives and also let Councilman Gibson 
know what you think, plus the Mayor of 
L.A, (both in care of City Hall), They are 
all elected officials and are therefore 
hired by the people to consider their 
wishes, If you think you’re too busy to 
write, Western Union has a very inex- 
pensive rate on Public Service wires and 
they can be charged to your phone bill, 

The ‘cyclists group have some plans 
made, but it takes more than a small 
group to work on something like this, We 
must make the politicians realize that 
there are thousands of us, not just a few 
who are willing to fight, Either we com- 
plately lose a marvelous area or we 
retain it, It's up to us, now.

Champion’s best lap time was set by 
Grossi at a 1:17:01 but was tied by Dave 
Worth on a Penton until the second moto 
when Grossi turned a 1:16 flat. He said 
that five or six seconds will come off 
that.... 

The most exciting moto was the third 
250 junior. With 139w, Phil Jacobsen 
winning the first two motos he merely 
had to place third in the final moto to 
win overall, While Ron Stockman, 142b, 
had his work cut out for him with second 
place finishes behind Jacobsen. Third 
place was held by Pete Marchand, 77c. 

At the drop of the flag in moto #3 
Stockman went right out to the head of 
the pack with Jacobsen and Marchand in 
hot pursuit, In lap #2 Jacobsen blew it 
and was all of a sudden in twelfth place 
and about 22 seconds back. But just like 
clockwork he began to gain two seconds 
here and three seconds there, At the 12 
minute mark he was fourth and closing 
fast.

Guest 
Editorial

The 1969 racing season is well under 
way, and although I am a fan of all types 
of racing my favorite is road racing. Let 
me give a very brief history of this sport 
in our country, so as to possibly make 
my opinions of today’s situations easier 
to understand. 

Road racing in its present form start- 
ed in California in 1953, It gained little 
or no serious attention, being outlawed 
by the A.M.A, due to equipment disputes, 
and unable to attract wealthy promoters 
because it was unproven in the dollars 
and cents department, With the invasion 
of the Japanese motorcycles around 1959, 
road racing began to catch on. By 1960 
Honda was campaigning earnestly, and 
coupled with their tremendous impact 
on the retail market, it became apparent 
to the cycle world that road racing was 
here to stay. 

In 1956 Alan Tompkins started the 
American Federation of Motorcyclists, 
first club in America to race with the 
European Grand Prix rules, In 1958 
Tompkins quit and the club installed a 
new leader, Wester S, Cooley.In the next 
few years the A.F.M, ran in conjunction 
with the California Sports car club, shar- 
ing the same race programs and bringing 
the motorcycle to the attention of hund- 
reds of thousands of people who at that 
point probably thought a Suzuki was a 
razor. Cooley gained control of Willow 
Springs & Riverside Raceways and also 
ran many all-motorcycle events at these 
tracks, It is in fact history now, that the 
A.F.M. under the direction of Cooley 
that was the stepping stone for the Japa- 
nese motorcycles’ invasion of the Ameri- 
can market, It was not until several years 
later, when it was obvious even to the 
blind, that the A.M.A. created a class 
for these lightweight machines, which 
would allow them a still greater audi- 
ence, as theaverage A.M.A, type enthusi- 
ast would not have walked across the 
street to look at an “outlaw” event. 

Then in the early 60’s Cooley began to 
have trouble with everyone, his person- 
nel disagreed with him on how and when 
to race, the riders seemed to find end- 
less things to complain about and in the 
background all the time was the factthat 
the A,F,M, was incorporated as a non- 
profit organization, which caused other 
problems too small or numerous to 
mention, 

So Cooley split with the A.F.M, and 
started his own club, to be called the 
American Cycle Association, A.C.A, 

A.F.M, lagged for several years and

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CYCLE PROFILES

The motorcycle has gone to war, too. 

Now reconnaissance platoons of the 
U.S, Army’s 25th Division in South Viet- 
nam drive 175cc Hondas over country 
roads along the border with Cambodia, 

“Nam’s Angels’’ is the nickname of 
the new cycle operation. 

SP4 James G. Tomusko of Lorain, 
Ohio waxes very enthusiastic about driv- 
ing his Honda for the Army. ‘‘Sure beats 
walking over these dusty roads under a 
hot sun,'* 

Driving a motorcycle makes these 
soldiers feel much more at home in 
Vietnam, 

Four scouts driver over the country- 
side on the mission of spotting Commu- 
nist concentrations of men and caches of 
supplies, Behind them, and providing 
fire cover for scouts, are three jeeps 
with mounted machine guns. 

It is grim and deadly work, The re- 
connaissance cyclists have been credited 
with a number of successes, On one 
mission they pin-pointed an enemy supply 
of rockets, At this writing, they have not 
come under enemy fire. One explanation 
is that constant patrolling of the border 
has not given the Reds a chance to build 
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up strength and get entrenched, 

The Army cyclists wear heavily cam- 
ouflaged helmets, pack 45’s, and wear 
flak jackets and fatigues. 

Maintenance is a problem, The clouds 
of dust they churn up on the sun-seared 
country roads make for a constant need 
of spare parts. The Army has been try- 
ing to keep the cyclists supplied with 
parts from motorcycle shops in Vietnam, 
Right now the Army does not stock cycle 
parts; 

The cyclists have been clamoring for 
tough scramblers, with more power, 

It is expected they will get more pow- 
erful bikes as they continue to demon- 
strate that motorcycles can do a real 
job in warfare. 


Kretz Born 30 Years Soon 


Now 57, husky Ed Kretz Sr, sits inhis 
Monterey Park, Calif. motorcycle shop 
these days and wonders if he wasn’t born 
at the wrong time to become a champion 
in the wrong sport. Ed is a legend in his 
own time, the greatest motorcycle road 
racer, mile track rider and TT racer of 
all time. He raced for 25 years, wona 
national championship at 43, took eleven 
national titles, was Pacific Coast cham- 
pion 14 years and coached his son, Ed 
Jr. who won two national titles. 

Ed Sr., however, never won more than 
$800 prize money in one race in his life. 
Usually he was paid $300 for wins at 
Daytona, crossing the country to get 
that much for 200 miles of gruelling 
competition. It was almost routine for 
Kretz, nicknamed ‘‘Iron Man,”’ to finish 
a 200-miler over rugged hills and flats 
four laps ahead in a race that took four 
hours and a half, He says the skin was 
worn off both his hands, 

Kretz had accidents, suffered concus- 
sions, cracked ribs, injured shoulders 
and cuts and bruises galore. He once was 
leading a race at Oakland’s mile ‘speed- 
way when rounding a turn he saw arider 
down in front of him, He was traveling 
105 miles an hour but so great was his 
mastery of his bike he laid it down and 
emerged with nothing more thana shoul- 
der injury. He was back racing a month 
later. 

Old time motorcycle race mechanic 
and critic Joe Walker, now the H-D 
dealer in Santa Ana, Calif., says Kretz 
had more strength and stamina than 
three men his size, He stood 5-8 and 
weighed 180, a former hay truck driver 
and a bull of a man,

BMW and inquired about all the motor- 
cycles on the road, We explained about 
the AMA, tours, rallies, poker runs 
etc, and as the run was a closed one, we 
used our influence to get the Valley 
Vagabonds to let him use part of their 
reserved campground.

ico. 587 miles to beat out a rider from 
Sacramento, Calif, which is 564 miles 
away. 

The award for the youngest AMA mem- 
ber to ride as a passenger all the way to 
the destination wentto4-month-old Mar- 
tha Dutcher, who rode cradled in her 
mother's arms from Barstow, California 
(156 miles). Her mother, Andrea ex- 
plained that they had friends drive a 
follow-up car that carriec a supply of 
bottles and other important things for a 
lady of Martha’s age and they stopped 
often, The baby loved the entire trip and 
slept most of the time, As her father 
Del, carried her to the platform to re- 
ceive her award she was still sleeping. 
The little miss also won one of the pas- 
senger trophies in the drawing. 

The trophy for the oldest motorcycle 
ridden all the way was won.by Horace 
Williams of Temple City, California on 
a 1946 Harley 74. 74-year-old Clair 
Westfall was awarded the oldest rider 
award for riding his BMW from Lan- 
caster, Calif, He has been a motorcycle 
rider since 1909 (60 years), Howard 
**Pop'* Sponsler, 65, received the second 
award for riding his Honda 450. He has 
been riding since 1919. 

26-year-old Jody Hanna of Glendale, 
Calif, who was chosen as Beauty Queen 
of the rally must be a real ‘‘dyed in the 
wool" cycle enthusiast as she had just 
gotten married that day and here she 
was spending her nuptual night at a 
motorcycle trophy award banquet! 

With the trophies awarded, the cyclists 
separated in all directions either to sleep 
or gamble until parade time Sunday. 

As might be expected in a town that 
has so much to offer in big name shows 
etc., a lot of motorcycle riders with 
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The Las Vegas Elks Club provided a camp- 
gound for the riders. 
good intentions on Saturday night, 
couldn’t show up for the 8 a.m, parade 
and a great many who did show up looked 
as though they should still be in bed, 
Nevertheless, led by the crack 18 man 
Las Vegas Shrine Club Motorcycle Pa- 
trol in their colorful Green and Yellow 
uniforms, the parade rolled down the 
famous *'strip" on schedule and even 
the most avid slot machine players 
stopped to watch the unusual show.

Then it was time for farewells and 
plans to meet old friends at the next big 
overnight run, which will be the 2nd 
annual Hemet Tour on June 14 and 15, 
hosted by the Terrapins Motorcycle Club 
of San Diego, California, And so is per- 
petuated the happy custom of large con- 
tingents of motorcycle Road Riders 
meeting in a friendly town for a weekend 
of fellowship and mutual understanding 
made possible by a common denominator: 
the motorcycle.

ORANGE, CALIF., May 11 — Although 
Allen Powell set a new track record at 
Saddleback Park's mini-bike races Sun- 
day, it was the special entry of Maywood 
Honda that won first place gold, 

Powell set record time of 42,5 seconds 
during time trials on a Powell Trail 
Scooter utilizing a stock 5 h.p. Briggs 
& Stratton engine, It looked like Allen 
would continue to dominate the open 
class racing as he has done ever since 
the mini-bike series began this year. 

However, the lights have been on late 
at night at the Honda dealership in May- 
wood, Calif, and Sales Manager Greg 
Kearney broke out a 91cc Mini-Trail 
with special suspension that enabled him 
to end the unbroken string of wins of 
the Powell marque, 

By the time the trophy dash was an- 
nounced, Greg had his Honda gearing 
sorted out. He jumped off the line and 
pulled ahead at the first turn with Powell 
right behind, They swapped the lead in a 
couple of close duels. At the finish, it 
was Kearney’s Mini-Trail just ahead of 
Powell. In third was Keenan Harvey ona 
snappy but tempermental McCulloch, 
Greg Lersch, ten-year-old trials pro, 
was fourth. 

Six-year-old Clay White, a consistent 
winner in these bi-monthly minature TT 
scrambles, won all three motos in his 
class for overall win in the littlest-guy 
bracket. The Bellflower, Calif., lad rides 
his 3 h.p. mini-wailer in superb style. 
Second was John Frampton, 

Greg Lersch tallied up two wins and a 
second place in his motos for a first 
overall in the 9-to-11 age group riding 
a Powell, He’s amostimpressive young- 
ster who has learned his trials lessons 
well, 

Second in the final standings for the 
group riding 4 to 6 h.p. machines was 
Guy Erichson. Geoff Ward, another future 
Sammy Miller, placed third. (Geoff, only 
seven, had to mix it with the bigger kids 
because he’s the only one his age who 
rides a bike as large as his Honda Mini- 
Trail.)
